Breast cancer rates among Asian-Americans have been 
historically lower than those of other Americans* But the risk 
of breast cancer increases among Asians who migrate to the 
United States. ‘"Much of this increase can be linked to small 
lifestyle changes many Asian women make when they come to 
this county,” says Wan Ling Hung, Senior Community Cancer 
Control Specialist for the American Cancer Society. “The 
adoption of a more Westernized lifestyle, such as changes in 
the diet and limited physical activity, are believed to be 
contributing factors.” 

To combat the increased risk to Asian- American women 
for developing breast cancer, the American Cancer Society and

up to make Asian-American women living in the Delaware 
Valley more aware that they may be at greater risk for the disease 
than once thought.

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Tribunal Judges 
Lash Out at 
Critics, Media

THE CAMBODIA DAILY 

After weeks of mounting criti- 
cism, the Kilmer Rouge tribunal's 
investigating judges yesterday hit 
back at the news media, defend- 
ing their judicial independence 
and denying (hat the court was 
headed for “collapse." 

Judges You Bunlcng and Sieg- 
fried Blunk also rejected as a 
“malicious rumor" recent reports 
that they were considering con- 
tempt of court proceedings 
against the British Co-Prosecutor 
Andrew Cayley. 

Mr Cayley is now appealing an 
order from the judges to retract a 
May 9 statement that revealed 
information about a recently con- 
cluded investigation of revolution- 
ary miiitary leaders who have 
been neither questioned nor 
charged. 

Mr Cayley, who enjoys legal 
immunity for ai! official acts, said 
the judges had not been thor- 
ough in their work. 

"The co-investigating judges 
have worked independently from 
outside interference, will continue 
to resist all such attempts and are 
resolved to defend their indepen- 
dence ggairea outside interference, 
wherever it may come from,” yes- 
terday's statement said. 

Issued late yesterday afternoon, 
the statement took specific excep- 
tion to an article appearing this 
week in International Justice Tri- 
bune. a publication of Radio Ne- 
therlands Worldwide. 

The report asserted that the 
court’s “future hangs in the bal- 
ance" due to the apjmrent acrimony 
among die court's judical officers 
over tlie conduct of investigations 
that an- opposed by Prime Minister 
Hun Sen. 

The statement, wiiidi denounced 
the articles daims as "baseless” and 
“nonsensical," was nevertheless 
made amid mounting information 
from people with knowledge of tlie
